Lord Roberts’ parrative closes with

miles distant,and by this time he must 
know whether the Boers intend to fight 
there. Mr. Winston Churehili says 
there were only 2,000 Boers who oppos: 
ed the British at Sand river. Another 
estimate is that 6,000 Boers with six 
guns made a rear guid action, while 
many other thousands with convoy re- 
tired wthout firing a shot 

According to a Pretrolia telegram 
Gen. Buller is moving from Elands- 
laagte to the direction of Helpmake, 
and the British vanguard engaged a 
Boer patrol of Italians on Thursday, 
Twelve Italians are described as rout- 
ing 50 British. 

London, May quickly has 
Lord Roberts advanced that bis cavalry 
is only twenty-two miles from Kroon- 
stad, while the main army is only 
eleven miles behind them. Hence, in 
about a day, the British army wall be 
within striking distance of the Orange 
Free State headquarters, The erities 
differ largely in opinion as to whether 
any determined stand will be made 
there. 

The only casuaities reported at pre- 
sent are: Killed, rank and file, four; 
wounded, five. No returns are yet re- 
ceived from the cavalry por Hamilton's | 
force. 

The Daily Express, in its second edi- 
tion today, publishes dated Reit Spruit, | 
May 10, describing the crossiug of the 
Sand river by the British, It says: |
